We’d like to use this opportunity to notify you that EPA is initiating consultation and 
coordination with federally recognized Indian tribes to consider a potential rulemaking 
that would establish baseline water quality standards (WQS) under the Clean Water Act 
(CWA) for waters on Indian reservations that currently do not have EPA-approved WQS 
in place to protect water quality. Our goal is to address the existing gaps in CWA 
protection of reservation waters where there are no existing EPA-approved WQS.

Standards would establish baseline human health and environmental goals as the basis 
for the CWA protection. This potential rulemaking effort adds to a growing list of 
initiatives the EPA is undertaking that recognize the importance of tribal waters, tribal 
sovereignty, and the need to better protect the water resources that tribes rely on. 


Ken Kopocis, the Deputy Assistant Administrator for the Office of Water, signed a 
consultation letter on August 1 1 th to initiate outreach on this effort (please refer to the 
attached). Hardcopies of the letter are being mailed to federally recognized tribal 
leaders (excluding Alaska Native Villages as this potential rule will only impact federally 
recognized tribes with Indian reservations) this week, ahead of the Tribal Lands and 
Environment Forum scheduled to take place in Minneapolis, Minnesota August 17th- 
20th (http://www7.nau.edu/itep/main/Conferences/confr tlef/ V EPA will make mention of 
this consultation letter during that Forum. 


The consultation letter provides an overview of this potential rulemaking effort, solicits 
input from tribes on a variety of questions, and outlines the dates and venues for 
consultation. The consultation and coordination period spans from August 1 1 th to 
November 6 th . A copy of this consultation letter will also be available by the end of this 
week on the Tribal Consultation Opportunities Tracking System (TCOTS), located at: 
http://tcots.epa.qov/oita/TConsultation.nsf/TC7QpenView .
